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White House 
Plans Fight 
On Trade Bill 


Democratic Leader 
To Assist GOP 
In Floor Scrap 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Eisen­ 
hower administration officials to­ 
day pledged a Senate floor fight I 
to 
defeat 
Finance 
Committee 
amendments which would restrict 
the reciprocal trade program. 


They apparently could count on 
help from the Democratic leader- _ 
•hip. Senate Majority Leader Lyn- | 
don B. Johnson (D-Tex) said he 
opposed 
two 
of

amendments. 


Committee Chairman Harry F . 
Byrd (D-Va) said he understood 
the debate might begin by the 
middle of next 
week. A 
bitter 
battle was in prospect. 


The House had passed a five- 
year extension by the program in 
substantially the form President 
Eisenhower asked. But the Senate 
Finance Committee, in approving 
the bill Thursday, added a series 
of amendments which would limit 
the President’s powers in negotia­ 
ting lower tariffs with other coun­ 
tries. 


The administration indicated to­ 
day it was not too seriously con­ 
cerned about one of the changes 
— to cut the extension period from 
five to three years. A four-year 
compromise with the House is pos- 
sible on this. The same amend­ 
ment cut from 25 to 15 per cent 
the maximum tariff reduction. 
But Commerce and State De­ 
partment onficials took sharp is­ 
sue with another amendment de­ 
signed to protect domestic indus­ 
tries which claim damage from 
Imports. In such cases, the Tariff 
port quotas or higher tariffs under 
Commission can recommend im­ 
port quotas or higher tariffs under 
what is called the escape clause, 
but the President now can reject 
the recommendations if he sees 
fit.

adopted 8-7, he could do so only if

Commission should be considered 
a finding in favor of the industry.

Round about Fayette County 


By B. E. KELLEY 
T have mentioned more t h a n 
once something about the deplor­ 
able condition of the roads in this 
community during the p i o n e er 
days, and even for many years 
after the c o u n t y was p r e tty 
thoroughly “ settled ” 
First roads were nothing more 
or less than trails blazed through 
the trackless forest. Later t r e es 
and brush were cut so that ve­ 
hicles could travel thes 
roads. 
First roads were necessa r i I y 
very crooked, because oi big tree 
stumps in the direct paths. When 
the stumps either decayed or were 
burned out, the roads were straight­ 
ened. 
Not much attention was given to 
grading roads for fully 50 years 
after the first settlers built their 
log cabins and started c I e a ring 
away the forest so they could pro­ 
duce crops. 
After the 
roads 
were 
graded, 
they were fairly good dry weather 
roads but almost bottomless dur­ 
ing wet weather. 
Finally, the huge gravel deposits 
of the county were tapped and 
gravel was applied to the roads. 
This improvement w a' carried out 
>tar after year, through poll tax. 
etc., until the con ing of the auto­ 
mobile made better roads .ieces- 
i«ry. Then crushed stone supplant­ 
ed gravel. 
Where early roads crossed bog­ 
gy land, small trees and saplings 
were cut and placed n the ground 
so that horses, pedestrians and ve­ 
hicles could pass over these places. 
Stations of split logs, filling the 
space between the larger logs bur­ 
ied rn the mud, made a f a i rly 
good causeway across the boggy 
places. 
One of these was on the present 
liber Coil farm on the CCC High­ 
way just west of Mt. Olive Church. 
Scores of logs were cut and laid 
to form the corduroy road so fa­ 
miliar in the early years in the 
county. 
It was not until some 25 or 30 
year ago that this big pond was 
thoroughly drained. 
It 
now pro­ 
duces wonderful crops. Engin e e r 
Frank M. Kennedy cid the sur­ 
vey ii g for the drain. 
Coil, present owner of the land 
recall* that when a bo- he caught 
some sizeable fish in the ponds 
on both sides of the road, and 
that water was two to t h r ce 
feet deep. 
lr. all probability the cold cor­ 
duroy road is still under he pres­ 
ent modern highway across Jie low 
place. This same condition exists 
at many spovs in the county’s high­ 
way system.

D IN N ER B E L L S PASSIN G 
One of the little used and slowly 
vanishing articles on the farm is 
Die old dinner bell, which formerly 
summoned men from fields to their 
meal* when rung by the housewife 
or member of her family 
Comparat i v e I y few farmers 
carried watches in those d a y s 
and while working in fields some­ 
times a half mile and more from 
their homes, about the only way 
they knew when dinner t i m e 
fame was the sound of the din 
net bell. 
I used to be able to tell by po 
aition of the sun just about when to 
expect the sound of the durn e r 
bdl Like otners, who had a real 
appetite at dinner time, I watched 
the dinner bell when the wind was 


carrying the sound away, to see it 
swinging back and forth 
Then I 
Knew it was time to eat. e v e n 
though I heard no sound. 
Bul now, with 
nearly 
every 
man 
carrying 
a 
watch 
t h e 
“sweet music of the dinner bell” 
is now rarely heard.

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Washington C. H. To Lose a Good City Manager 
Laii-A-Day 


The resignation of Jam es F. Parkinson 
as city m anager of Washington C. H., ef­ 
fective September 30, was received by the 
City Council this week with regret and 
there are many others who will join with 
councilmen in this feeling. 
Any city administrator has his critics 
and Mr. Parkinson is no exception to the 
generality. It is much easier to “pot-shot” 
a t a public official than it is to assume the 
responsibilities and perform the duties 
required by the office. 
A “ti*ght - money” manager, accustom ­ 
ed to a direct approach, is going to ruffle 
the feelings of citizens with pet projects 
and special axes to grind. But a look at 
the city's annual revenues shows that 
Washington C. H. needs such a tight-mon- 
ey manager. 
Peeves and personalities aside, the rec­ 
ord of the past six years shows that 
Mr. Parkinson has given the city a busi­ 
ness - like, balanced - budget administra­ 
tion. And that is the thing for which he 
was hired. 
None of the criticism has reflected in 
any way on the city m anager’s integrity 
or his private life. 
For some time it has been known that 
Mr. Parkinson has contemplated retiring 
to private life during this year although 
he expects to continue activities in looking 
after his farming interests in southern 
Ohio and also plans to give some atten­ 
tion to acting as a consultant in connec­ 
tion for city managers in this and other 
states where his sendees may be sought. 


Minorities in Russia 


Mr. and Mrs. Parkinson are planning to 


move to Columbus when he leaves this 


city, although he may not make that city 
his permanent residence. 
As city manager Mr. Parkinson, during 
his six years of service to this community, 
has been a definite asset to Washington 
C. H. It will be hard for City Council to 
fill his official shoes. He was doubly val­ 
uable to this city because of his ability as 
an engineer and business man, coupled 
with his economy in planning city expens­ 
es. He stood firmly for those things which 
have kept Washington C. H. on a sound fi­ 
nancial basis and also has been straight­ 
forward in his attitude for sensible law en­ 
forcement. 


He has planned and carried out many 
city improvements, always with an eye to 
efficient service and not merely spending 
huge sums of money. In all this he has 
been able to obtain staunch cooperation 
of City Council. 


He recognizes there are still some sub­ 
stantial improvements to be made in the 
city, particularly with reference to sew­ 
ers and sewage disposal improvements 
but he has laid the groundwork for his 
successor, when chosen, to carry on with 
plans already well formulated. 


It is the hope of all citizens here that 
when a new city manager is selected he 
w'ill be able to offer Washington C. H. 
services which will compare favorably 
with those given this city by “Jim ” Park­ 
inson.

It is correct that the w o rd, 
genocide, should be used, f o r 
w hereas we are accustom ed to be 
told that Nazi C e ’many was the 
•cene of genocide, 
millions of 
hum an beings destroyed to please 
the sadism of Hitler and his as­ 
sociates, the 
record 
of N a z i 
G erm any in this respect cannot 
approach that of Soviet Russia, 
which freely engages in b o t h 
m urder and a specialized form 
of living death 
n I a hoi camps. 
In the days of the czars, it was 
policy to Russify these peoples,

am hzations; others were vibrant 
nationalities which insisted upon 
living according to their tradi­ 
tion* and history.
